A DINAS Powys rugby player 
starred for ‘Wales Deaf 
Rugby’ as they landed the title 
of World Sevens Champions 
in Australia. 

Ryan Shallish (25) who plays as a 
flanker for Dinas Powys, scored a 
vital try against England in the 
final. 

It proved a real nail-biter with 
Wales winning in the last minute. 

Mr Shallish told The GEM: “We 
were trailing by two tries at one 
stage. I thought we were going to 
get beaten, but we dug really deep. 

“I scored a try which made it 
14-15, and our captain scored the 
winning try and we won 21-15. 

“With the last play of the match, 
I kicked the ball into touch and we 
started to celebrate. I’m so proud - 
and thankful to all my supporters, 
my dad and family.” 

Mr Shallish, a former pupil of St 
Gyres who spends time helping deaf 
young youngsters at the school, was 
named Player of the Tournament, 
which was held at the University of 


South Wales. 

He has received messages of 
support from other deaf people on 
Eacebook, who wrote saying how 
inspired they were by his 
performances. 

His father Neil said: “He was 
also named Wales ‘Player of the 
Tour’. 

“The English Rugby Union took 
the time to write to him, 
congratulating him on how he had 
conducted himself with Wales both 
on and off the pitch - that was 
great coming from another 
country.” 

In fact, it proved the perfect 
tournament for Wales; not only did 
they beat arch rivals England in the 
final, they defeated renowned 
Sevens specialists Eiji in the semi¬ 
final. 

He said: “I’m so proud of Ryan’s 
achievements. Some deaf people 
keep themselves to themselves. 
Sport has encouraged him to come 
out of his shell. 

“He has really come along and 
had a fantastic few years.”

Barry woman 
jaUed for GBH 
outside pub 


MINUTES after 
being thrown out of 
a Barry pub, a 
drunken young 
woman struck a 
man over the head 
with a bottle which 
fortunately did not 
smash, said 
prosecutor David 
Pugh at Cardiff 
Crown Court, 
writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

The victim, Gary 
Asbury, fell to the 
ground, breaking his 
ankle in the process. 

Jade Miller (22), of 
no fixed address, 
received an extended 
sentence of four years, 
three months consisting 
of a jail term of two 
years, three months and 
an extended two-year 
licence period. 

She had admitted 
inflicting grievous 
bodily harm. She was 
told by Judge Jeremy 
Jenkins that such a 
sentence had to be 
passed in order to 
protect the public and he 
described her as “a 
young lady who turns to 
violence all too quickly.” 

Mr Pugh said the 
incident took place at 


O’Brien’s pub, Holton 
Road, Barry, in the 
afternoon of March 21. 

There was a dispute 
and Miller was taken 
from the premises. 

She then spat at Mr 
Asbury a number of 
times and hit out at him 
with her handbag. 

Soon afterwards, she 
was spotted on CCTV 
hitting him on the head 
with a large bottle. 

He was taken to 
hospital, treated for a 
minor injury to his head 
and his ankle was put in 
a cast. 

The court heard that 
Miller had convictions 
for 49 offences, 
including assaulting the 
police by spitting in their 
faces, possessing a knife 
in a public place and for 


wounding after striking 
her victim with a pair of 
stiletto heels. 

There were also 
convictions for racially- 
aggravated common 
assault involving spitting 
at shopkeepers. 

Her barrister, David 
Leathley, said what she 
had done outside the pub 
was “wholly over the 
top”. 

He described her as 
immature and said she 
was “a hopeless 
inebriate who spent time 
in the wrong company.” 

She claims there was 
an element of 
provocation because she 
was pushed roughly 
during the incident. He 
said she was not a 
woman who 
premeditated violence.

still needed, with the impacts already clearly much 
more serious than the authorities claimed, so we 
should not accept this incinerator as a ‘done deal’. 

NRW did not treat public consultation seriously, 
in particular they provided no ‘public register’ of 
the documents they took into account, including 
their internal specialist assessment. 

Secondly, they failed to require Biomass/Aviva 
to provide cost-benefit analysis of potential for 
using heat from the plant, when heat energy is the 
major part of the energy produced. 

Not only is this very inefficient, but cost-benefit 
assessment is specifically required in law on 
incinerator permits. 

Further, NRW failed to consider potential major 
accidents at the plant and their impacts on the 
public. 

NRW also used outdated standards on air 
pollution, instead of accepting ‘no safe levels’ and 
applying Welsh policy on minimising polluting 
emissions from the stack. 

NRW seemed to assess the incinerator as a ‘done 
deal’ saying the Vale Council had taken the basic 
decisions. 

However, they failed to persuade us it was only 
‘gasification’ and failed to mollify public criticisms. 
Their failures in law mean that the operating permit 
should be cancelled. 

The above issues need properly considering via 
an Environmental Impact Assessment - again a 
legal requirement - and only after that should the 
company be able to reapply for an operating permit.

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Penarth’s 
oldest church 
re-opens 



St Peter^s Church, Old Cogan. 


THE Bishop of 
Llandaff, The 
Right Reverend 
June Osborne, 
came to Penarth 
recently to preside 
at a service to 
mark the re¬ 
opening of St 
Peter’s Church, 

Old Cogan, after a 
period of repair 
and restoration. 

The tiny church has a 
history which reaches 
back for over 800 years 
as a place of worship. 
Originally attached to 
the Celtic monastery at 
Llandough, then to the 
Parish of Llandough and 
now as part of the 
Parish of All Saints, 
Penarth, it holds 
services every Sunday at 
3.30pm and is available 
to local residents for 
hatches, matches and 
dispatches. 

It has its own grounds 
alongside Cogan Hall 
Farm at the end of Mile 
Lane off Sully Road, or 
by foot from Cosmeston 
Country Park, and is, 
said a spokesperson, “a 
place of intimate 
serenity”. 

During the 

restoration, much was 


learned about the 
original building 
techniques used which 
helped age the different 
parts of the church. 

The restoration of the 
church and building of 
the new car park could 
not have happened 
without generous 
donations from many 
sources including; The 
Heritage Lottery Fund, 
Church in Wales, 
Garfield Weston Trust 
and All Churches Trust. 

The service also 
provided an opportunity 
to give a vote of thanks 
to the retiring warden, 
John Rogers, who had 
served the community 
and church for many 
years, who along with 
his wife Betty, are key 
figures in the life of the 
church and was central 
to all of the fundraising. 

Taking over this 
important role is John 
Fraser, former town 
counsellor and Mayor 
and the present chair of 
The Friends of St 
Peter’s.

INCINERATOR 
OPERATORS SAY 
EVERYTHING IS 
‘ON SCHEDULE’ 


OWNERS of Barry’s 
incinerator expect the 
facility to be fully up-and- 
running by the end of the 
year, while opposition 
groups continue to raise 
objections. 

The Biomass UK No2 plant in 
Barry Docks is being tested 
before it is launched, but now a 
time-scale for when the site will 
be fully operational has been 
announced. 

It follows reports of ‘black 
smoke’ coming from the site 
during the operational tests. 

Protesters are giving out 
‘clean air kits’ to schools in 
Barry, and the Vale Council is 
also installing air quality 
monitors around the incinerator 
site. 

The plant’s operator, a fund of 
private donors managed by 
Aviva Investors, has said all the 
incinerator’s emissions are safe 
for the atmosphere. 

Beautiful Barry, supported by 
the Docks Incinerator Action 
Group (DIAG), bought 20 clean 
air kits from Friends Of The 
Earth, and said several schools 
in Barry have already accepted 


them. 

The group, which opposes the 
incinerator, said: “The clean air 
kits effectively monitor nitrogen 
dioxide levels and will provide 
an insight into the quality of air 
that our future generations are 
breathing. 

“The clean air kits are simple 
to use and can easily be 
incorporated into a curriculum 
activity. Several schools in Barry 
have already accepted the 
donation of the clean air kits.” 

The Vale Council will install 
two air quality monitors near the 
site within the next month 
following complaints about 
black smoke. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“The council has recently taken 
delivery of two solar-powered 
AQ Mesh air quality monitors 
and these are shortly to be 
installed on lamp columns; one 
in Dock View Road and the 
other in close proximity to 
Holton Road School. 

“The monitors will assess air 
quality 24 hours per day, feeding 
back data wirelessly to our 
offices in 15 minute intervals. 
Air quality data will then be 
made available to members of 


the public via the Shared 
Regulatory Services website. 

“Barring no unforeseen 
technical issues it is envisaged 
that these units will be fully 
operational, providing publicly 
available air quality monitoring 
data within the next four weeks.” 

The council has said it has not 
seen any evidence to suggest any 
of the plants emissions are a 
concern for the public’s health. 

Aviva Investors said: “The 
Barry Biomass project is a 
renewable energy plant that uses 
gasification, which is supported 
by the UK and Welsh 
governments, to generate 
electricity. 

“All emissions pass through a 
pollutant control system to 
ensure they are within the limits 
required by the emission limit 
values specified in the Industrial 
Emissions Directive and are safe 
for release into the atmosphere. 

“The project is running to its 
planned schedule and we expect 
to be fully operational before the 
end of the year.”

A church service was 
held at St Mary’s Church 
in Barry, on April 22, to 
recognise the Barry 
branch’s 80 th 

anniversary. 

The baton will visit 
100 sites associated with 
the RAF in 100 days and 
will end its journey on 
July 10, at Horseguards

The students pitched 
their designs to the Chief 
of the Air Staff, Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Stephen 
Hillier, who decided the 
baton would be

Penarth church to be 
converted into flats 

A Penarth church 
will be demolished 
to make way for 
flats despite a long- 
running campaign 
to save the historic 
building. 

Newydd Housing 
Association has been 


given permission to 
turn St Paul’s Church 
into 14 ‘affordable’ 
apartments and a 
community hall. 

The church will be 
demolished to make 
way for the 

development of 11 one- 
bed and three two-bed 
flats, but the front 
facade of the church 
will be retained. 

The Vale Council’s 
Planning Committee 
approved the plans on 
Thursday night (April 
26), despite 
protestations that it 
would lead to an over¬ 


development of the 
area. 

Sarah Sweeney, 
chairwoman of St 
Paul’s Community 
Group, told the 
meeting: “St Paul’s has 
long been viewed as a 
community centre in 
one shape or another 
since it was built. 

“The community 
facility element of this 
proposal falls short of 
the expectations of the 
community in terms of 
size and in 
consultation.” 

A petition to save the 
church, which has been 
empty since 2011, 
gathered more than 150 
signatures last year. 

But Cllr Neil 
Thomas told the 
meeting there is “a 
significant need for 
such housing in the St 
Augustine’s area.” 

He said: “There has 


been a long-standing 
problem of fly-tipping 
and anitsocial 
behaviour in the area. 
It’s my belief that this 
development will help 
reduce that problem. 

“People who engage 
in this kind of 
behaviour don’t 
generally like to be 
watched by residents 
who can report them.” 

Jon Hurley, director 
of planning consultants 
WYG, said there are 
currently 391 people on 
housing lists in 
Penarth. 

He said: “The church 
represents a distinct 
regeneration 
opportunity for Penarth 
which will deliver 
much needed 
affordable homes and 
community space.”

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Man’s ‘paranoid jealousy’ 
led to attack on woman 


TOURIST RAILWAY

A BEAUTICIAN was 
attacked by her ex¬ 
boyfriend, who 

suffered from 

“paranoid jealousy” 
and she received a 
broken finger which 
caused her to be off 
work for three 
months, Cardiff 
Crown Court heard, 
writes AJ SICLUNA. 


Joanna Morris (33) 
underwent surgery and 
had wires inserted in her 
hand after the attack at 
her Penarth home, said 
prosecutor Paul Hewitt. 

Jonathan Cole (36), 
formerly of Byrd 
Crescent, Penarth, who 
later moved to Dinas 
Powys, pleaded guilty to 
a charge of causing 
actual bodily harm. 

He was jailed for 12 


months plus a 
consecutive sentence of 
six months for the breach 
of a suspended sentence 
imposed for an offence of 
affray. 

Judge Tom Crowther 
QC said he suffered from 
paranoid jealousy. 

Said the Judge: “You 
have the paranoid belief 
she was being unfaithful 
to you.” 

He said domestic 


violence was pernicious 
and people were 
reluctant to complain, 
and he commended the 
victim for coming 
forward to police about 
the incident. 

He added that her 
finger was twisted which 
must have been painful 
and distressing. 

Mr Hewitt said the 
incident occurred on 
August 27 last year after 


COMMUNITY ORDER FOR 
‘CONTROLLING HUSBAND^ 


A “CONTROLLING husband” who once 
threatened to pay to have his wife killed 
and twice assaulted her, was sentenced to 
a two-year community order involving 20 
days of rehabilitation activity, at Cardiff 
Crown Court, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Salahuddin Sham (34) was also ordered to pay 
£300 costs. 

Sham, of Glanfa Dafydd, Barry, pleaded guilty to 
two charges of assault. 

Judge Jeremy Jenkins pointed out that it had to be 
stated that any man who attacked a woman 
committed a serious offence. 

Prosecutor Marion Lewis said Sham first came to 
Britain in 2000 and four years later was joined by his 
wife, Shabana. 

After that, he said, there was a background of 


controlling behaviour, including Sham telling her 
what she could wear and where she was allowed to 
go. He also threatened to cancel her visa which 
meant that she would have to return to her native 
country of Afghanistan and that he would pay 
someone to kill her. 

On June 20 last year, following an argument, he 
punched her arm, leaving her with bruises. 

The second incident occurred five days later when 
he returned home from his occupation at a pizza 
takeaway. 

His wife reported the incident to the police. When 
he was arrested at work, he denied the allegation. He 
claimed that the bruises on her arms had been caused 
when she banged them against the wall. 

Rosamund Rutter, his counsel, urged the court to 
impose a community order. The judge imposed a 
five year restraining order preventing him from 
contacting his wife.

the couple had split up a 
week before. 

Cole went to her 
home, he said, there were 
pleasantries and he then 
became concerned that 
she was seeing someone 
else. 

He grabbed her by her 
hand and broke her 
finger. 

He said Ms Morris 
was self employed and 
was off work for three 
months. 

“A neighbour heard 
her scream as if someone 
was giving birth,” he 
said. 

Cole was said to have 
previous convictions for 
criminal damage, affray 
and battery involving an 
ex-partner. 

His solicitor, Jon 
Lewis, said: “He is aware 
of his situation. The 
relationship was short¬ 
lived and at the time he 
was suffering from 
depression, drinking to 
excess and living on the 
charity of others.” 

He said he had not set 
out to cause such harm. 

“He did not have a 
bright start in life and 
there was lack of 
meaningful guidance. 
Currently, he is in a new 
relationship and the 
woman concerned is 
aware of the background. 

“He acknowledged he 
needs to change his 
ways.” 

A 10-year restraining 
order was imposed 
preventing Cole having 
contact with Joanna 
Morris in any way.

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Group’s anger 
over delay in 
resettling a 
refugee family 


VOLUNTEERS hoping to 
resettle a refugee family from 
war-torn Syria have criticised 
a Welsh authority who they 
claim have delayed the process. 

Croeso Penarth is leading efforts to 
bring a family currently living in a 
United Nations refugee camp to 
Penarth so they can rebuild their lives 
which were tom apart by war. 

But the volunteers claim the Vale 
Council is delaying this process and 
that it means a family is spending 
longer in the refugee camp than they 
need to. 

The Vale Council has denied this, 
and says that a mistake by a group 
acting for the volunteers had made 
things more difficult. 

Croeso Penarth wants to bring a 
family - which has yet to be selected - 
through a community resettlement 
scheme run by the Home Office and 
the UN. But before this can happen the 
council has to approve Croeso 
Penarth’s application. 

Croeso Penarth say it submitted its 
application, which was supported by 
Citizens UK in January, and that since 
then the council has taken a number of 
months to assess the application. 

Amy Da Silva, from Croeso 
Penarth, said: “It’s really upsetting to 
think it’s being delayed so long and a 
family is enduring more time in that 
camp than they need to.” 

She said resettlement schemes in 
other areas have taken between two 
and six weeks to get local authority 
approval. 

Croeso Penarth hopes the refugee 
family can be resettled in Penarth by 
the end of the year, and has pledged to 
support their integration into the 
community by helping them access 
language lessons, join local clubs and 
find work. 

Four families were resettled in the 
Vale in 2016/17- including nine adults 
and 10 children. In 2017/18, the 
authority pledged to receive four 
families but just two - made up of four 
adults and six children - were 
resettled. 

A meeting of the council on 
Wednesday, April 25 heard that 
arrangements are being made with the 
Home Office for the remaining two 
families to be received by June this 
year and that the council has secured 
two affordable homes for them. 

Croeso Penarth are being supported 
by Stephen Doughty, MP for Cardiff 
South and Penarth. Speaking in the 
House of Commons, he said: “I am 


disappointed that when efforts are 
being made by a group called Croeso 
Penarth in my own constituency to 
house Syrian refugees they’re finding 
that frustrated by the local council.” 

The Vale Council Leader John 
Thomas said his authority is not 
deliberately obstructing the process. 

He told Wednesday’s full council 
meeting: “I am extremely disappointed 
with the language used by Stephen 
Doughty MP in his statement to 
Parliament. 

“I remind members that the 
authority is duty bound to ensure that 
each application is sufficient and 
sustainable, and that the needs of the 
vulnerable refugees can be fully met 
over the long-term before it can 
consent to an application progressing 
further. 

“This obligation is set out clearly in 
the guidance issued to local authorities 
in pursuance of assessing each 
community sponsorship application. 
Each submission must be assessed on a 
case-by-case basis, allowing for 
regional differences. 

“The authority accounts both for the 
demands on local resources and the 
capacity of its statutory service 
providers. In this regard the authority 
has made every effort to expedite the 
due diligence required to consent - and 
there has been no deliberate attempt to 
frustrate the process - despite the 
allegation.” 

Mr Thomas added: “This authority 
is fully and positively committed to 
assisting Syrian families, having 
already provided refuge for six 
families and a commitment to provide 
additional units this year. 

“We welcome the efforts of our 
community partners to increase that 
provision, but we must ensure that 
such schemes are sustainable and that 
services are available to provide the 
necessary support for those families.” 

Mr Thomas said a draft application 
sent to the Home Office by Citizens 
UK “mistakenly stated that consent 
had already been given.” 

“This incorrect assertion has placed 
considerable pressure on the authority 
from the community sponsors and 
Citizens UK and is not consistent with 
the collaborative partnership approach 
envisaged by the Home Office,” he 
said. 

Mr Thomas said council officers 
met with Croeso Penarth and that the 
council’s cabinet should make a 
decision on the application “very 
soon.”

“The information 
gathered will then be 
used to assess the impact 
on trip patterns, distance 
and likely journey times 
so that comparisons can 
be made between the 
various bypass options, 
as well as consideration 
for non-road options.

Cardiff Airport working 
towards ‘Real Living Wage’ 


GEM reader David 
Alexander wrote to 
us to express his 
views on the rates 
of pay of security 
staff at Cardiff 
Airport. The GEM 
contacted the 
airport for a 
response which 
follows. 

Mr Alexander wrote: 

Having acquired a 
lovely new 
granddaughter, a little 
Welsh/Dutch girl, my 
wife and I have taken 
regular visits to 
Amsterdam through 
Cardiff Airport. 

Travelling by air 
more frequently than 
our previous annual 
dose of Greek sunshine, 
I discovered to my 
horror that the people 
who work tirelessly to 
ensure our safety - the 
security staff - are, 
apparently, paid less 
than the ‘real living 


wage’ (£8.79 an hour). 

If these were security 
people in a museum 
who sit on a seat in the 
comer guarding against 
the hugely remote 
possibility that someone 
will try to steal a Titian 
it might be a different 
matter. 

Working the security 
gate at an airport is a 
totally different task. 

These people work 
under constant pressure 
to get large groups of 
people checked and 
through security as 
efficiently as possible. 

They have deal with 
all sorts of people with 
patience, tact and 
courtesy - from 
disabled people who 
need special help, to 
people of various faiths 
and ethnicities who may 
need to be dealt with 
differently, to sports 
fans, stag parties and 
hen parties full of high 
spirits who might need 
a little diplomatic 


calming down. 

A very difficult 
aspect of their job is 
having to enforce 
regulations that some 
people object to - 
having to confiscate 
items that cannot be 
taken on board a plane 
in hand luggage for 
example. 

Occasionally, and it 
is very occasionally, 
those objections can 
become vehement or 
even abusive or 
threatening. 

The security gate is 
the ‘front line’ in 
ensuring the safety of 
aircraft passengers; the 
staff on that gate do all 
the above while being 
constantly vigilant to 
ensure that safety. 

I don’t thi nk it is it 
fair or acceptable that 
on top of that pressure 
the security staff are 
paid so little that they 
have to struggle to pay 
their bills. My view is 
that the people who

“Based on planning 
and assumptions, we are 
currently aiming to 
ensure that airport staff, 
across all departments, 
are paid at least the 
Real Living Wage by 

2020 . 

“The phased 
approach is essential to 
ensure the long-term 
sustainability of the 
airport business, 
securing jobs and future 
growth. 

“Cardiff Airport is on 
a robust recovery plan 
and we are proud of the 
progress achieved since 
the change to Welsh 
Government ownership 
in 2013. The airport was 
at the lowest point in its 
history, making 
significant losses and 
was in very real danger 
of being closed, with 
the subsequent loss of 
up to 2,000 jobs across 
the airport site. 

“Our focus is on 
continuing the journey 
of growth and 
improvement, whilst 
delivering a sustainable 
airport for Wales and 
protecting the 250 
members of staff and 
the 2,600 indirect and 
induced jobs in the 
region. 

“The airport also 
significantly benefits

It comes after Barry 
councillor Vincent 
Bailey raised the issue in 
full council in December. 

The council has 
dispensation under the 
Local Government 
Finance Act (1992) to 
provide council tax relief 
to certain groups. The 
local authority’s cabinet 
agreed to extend this to 
care leavers at a meeting 
on April 30. 

Cllr Bailey said the 
measure was designed to 
help a group of people 
who were often setting 
out on life alone because 
they didn’t have family 
support. 

“Care leavers face 


disproportionately high 
barriers to gaining 
employment and 

education, and a council 
tax exemption will 
remove some of the 
financial pressures they 
face. 

“It’s tough enough for 
any young person setting 
out to live alone, but for 
someone leaving care 
without the support of 
their parents, managing 
money can be a huge 
task. 

“This is about giving a 
helping hand to some of 
the most vulnerable 
members of society - and 
I am proud to have 
helped raise the profile of

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this serious issue.” 

Cllr John Thomas, 
Leader of the council, 
said: “Children and 

young people who are 
looked after by the local 
authority, rather than 
their parents, are among 
the most vulnerable in 
our communities. 

“Care leavers face a 
great many challenges 
when they move into 
independent 
accommodation and 
begin to manage their 
own finances fully for 
the first time. The move 
we have agreed is 
designed to make this 
transition a little easier. 

“Although the number 
of people likely to 
receive this discount is 
very small, it has the 
potential to have a 
hugely beneficial impact 
on their lives and so I am 


delighted to have been 
able to bring it into 
effect.” 

The exemption will 
apply to all care leavers 
until they reach the age 
of 25. It will cover the 
full cost of any council 
tax due and will be 
backdated to April 1, 
2018. 

The council estimates 
that the cost will be less 
than £10,000 a year.

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Dog breeder who made £50,000 by mis-selling 
puppies receives a suspended sentence 


A DOG breeder has 
received a 
suspended sentence 
and a curfew after 
Cardiff Crown 
Court heard how 
she had advertised 
puppies for sale 
that she did not 
have, lied about 
their genetic make¬ 
up and overbred 
her animals. 

Following a 
successful prosecution 
by the Vale Council, 

Lisa Canning was 
sentenced to 30 weeks 
on each of five counts, 
suspended for two years 
together with 200 hours 
of unpaid work to be 
completed in 12 months 
and a four-month night 
time curfew. 

Canning made around 
£50,000 from the 
unlawful trade through 
her business 4 Small 
Paws, which was based 
first at East Aberthaw 
and then Castle-upon- 
Alun, selling dogs 
through such websites as 
Pets4Hones, Preloved 
Pets and Gumtree. 

Less than a week 


before her Crown Court 
trial was due to begin, 
she pleaded guilty to 
four counts of fraud and 
one of engaging in 
unfair commercial 
practice. 

Ms Canning was 
selling dogs as sought- 
after breeds for high 
prices, suggesting they 
had full vaccination and 
medical histories. 

But the investigation 
revealed a very different 
story about their 
background and there 
was often no record of 
any veterinary 
procedures having been 
carried out. 

Some dogs had been 
acquired from unknown 
sources and locations, 
while others had been 
bred in breach of the 
terms of her licence. 

Ms Canning claimed 
to sell Cockerpoos, 
Cocker Spaniels, 
Chocolate Labradors, 
Cavipoos, Pugs and 
Scottish Terriers, though 
some of the dogs 
weren’t what they 
appeared. 

One family purchased 
what they thought was a 
Cockerpoo, a cross 
between a Cocker

spaniel and a Miniature 
Poodle, for £650 but 
DNA tests revealed the 
dog was actually 25 per 
cent Miniature Poodle, 

25 per cent Toy Poodle 
and 50 per cent Bichon 
Frise. 

Another individual 
was told they had bought 
a Golden Labrador after 
parting with £750, only 
for DNA tests to prove it 
was actually 37.5 per 
cent Labrador Retriever, 
12.5 per cent Golden 
Retriever and 50 per 
cent Cocker Spaniel. 

Both dogs were sold 
with no paperwork to 
verify their breed and 
medical history, and 
only a voucher offering 
four weeks’ free 
insurance was provided. 
In both of the above 
cases, the dates of birth 
proved to be 
questionable, and the 
exact age of the puppies 
was therefore unknown. 

At Ms Canning’s 
kennels, dogs fell 
pregnant more often than 
was permitted and some 
before they were legally 
old enough, meaning she 
was producing more 
animals than allowed. 

Following Ms 
Canning’s arrest, a 
number of animals were 
placed with Hope 
Rescue, a local dog 
rescue charity that works 
in partnership with the 
Council. 

Ms Canning also 
engaged in a practice 
known as ‘bait 


advertising’, which 
involves advertising an 
animal a person does not 
own in order to entice a 
customer to buy another. 

Customers were also 
misled by being directed 
to purchase Canning’s 
puppies from a friend of 
hers who posed as a 
private breeder. 

Yhe court was told 
that, in total, more than 
100 puppies were 
unlawfully sold, though 
Ms Canning’s chaotic 
record keeping meant it 
was impossible to 
establish the exact 
number. 

In passing sentence. 
Judge Crowther QC told 
Lisa Canning that her 
actions were calculated 
to defraud the public and 
she had criminally 
enriched herself to the 
tune of £50,000. She had 
a long-standing licence 
to breed dogs that 
imposed restrictions and 
she breached every one. 

He said: “It wasn’t 
simply failure to not 
have regard to a licence, 
you took other measures 
to avoid conditions. This 
was a front for puppy 
farms and a conduit 
through which those 
maligned businesses 
operate. This wasn’t a 
victimless crime; the 
harm is that you play on 
people’s emotions, 
children especially.” 

Canning was ordered 
to pay a total of £46,595 
in costs, compensation 
of £3,095 and a victim 


Search and rescue 
drones tested 


THE RNLI and 
Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency 
tested drones in 
search and rescue 
scenarios off the 
Vale coastline last 
week. 

The aim was to use a 
selection of drones to 
explore whether they 
could be helpful in 
saving lives in the future. 

The scenarios being 
tested were a shoreline 
search for a casualty; an 
offshore search for 
multiple casualties in the 
sea; a mud rescue and a 
communications 
blackspot where a drone 
is required to relay 
information between 
rescue teams and a 
casualty on a cliff. 

Hannah Nobbs, of the 
RNLI’s innovation team, 
explained: “The aim of 
the event was to provide 
realistic scenarios and an 
authentic operating 
environment to explore 
the use of drones in 
multi-agency operations. 

“We hope this will 

allow us to understand 
the benefits and 
limitations of their use in 
search and rescue 

activity. 

“The week-long test 
event was the 
culmination of around 
two years of work, where 
we’ve explored the use 
of drones in 
collaboration with key 
search and rescue 

partners and industry 


experts. 

“The RNLI has a 
proud history of 
embracing new 

technology - from cork 
lifejackets in the 1800s to 
the design and build of 
our waterjet-propelled 
Shannon class lifeboat. 

“So, it’s very exciting 
for us to now explore the 
potential use of drones in 
search and rescue 
activity, in partnership 
with the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency.” 

Phil Hanson of the 
MCA, said that while 
drones can’t replicate 
what helicopters can do, 
they could become a vital 
new tool for rescuers. 

“There is significant 
evidence emerging from 
our overseas counterparts 
and more locally from 
UK mountain rescue 
teams indicating that 
drones can play a crucial 
role in emergency 
response. 

“It’s too early to 
comment on how we will 
move forward from the 
trials but one thing we all 
agree on is that drones 
cannot replace 

helicopters, coastguard 
rescue teams or lifeboats. 
However, it is entirely 
possible that they could 
be an additional tool to 
use in search and 
rescue.” 

The RNLI and MCA 
were helped in carrying 
out the tests by Lockheed 
Martin UK, Scisys and 
the University of Bath.

Cllr Hunter Jarvie, a 
member of the Shared 
Regulatory Services 
Joint Committee, said: 
“This business was 
operating fraudulently 
on a large scale with 
absolutely no regard for 
the rules and regulations 
put in place to protect 
both animals and 
customers. 

“Hard work from 
Shared Regulatory 
Services officers, on 
behalf of the council, 
has ensured this 
individual has been 
brought to justice. 

“The Vale Council 
will not tolerate this kind 


of operation, which 
defrauds people looking 
for pets out of 
significant sums of 
money and mistreats 
animals. I hope the 
severity of the 
punishment handed out 
acts as a deterrent to 
others thinking of 
committing similar 
offences.” 

Vanessa Waddon, 
Founder of Hope 
Rescue, added: “When 
we took in four of Ms 
Canning’s Cocker 
Spaniels, all of which 
were heavily pregnant, 
the effects of these 
young dogs being used 
as nothing more than 


breeding machines were 
clear to see. As well as 
having various health 
issues, they were all 
completely withdrawn 
and wary of human 
contact. 

“We spent several 
thousands of pounds 
taking care of the dogs 
and their pups that were 
all born in our care, 
picking up the cost of 
Ms Canning’s neglect. 

“She was clearly 
putting profit above the 
wellbeing of the dogs, 
and our thanks go to the 
Vale Council for 
pursuing this case to 
ensure she faced 
justice.” CS

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Avengers: Infinity War is ‘...a truly 
exceptional triumph of a film’ 


N ot since 
The Force 
Awakens has 
there been a film 
with so much hype 
and expectation 
than Avengers: 
Infinity War. Ever 
since Iron Man 
broke through in 
2008, the Marvel 
Cinematic 
Universe has been 
a dominant 
cinematic force, 
and, since 2012’s 
The Avengers, has 
been heading for a 
battle between our 
heroes and the 
Mad Titan himself, 
Thanos. 

That time is now at 
hand in Avengers: 
Infinity War, as Thanos 
(Josh Brolin) finally 
makes his move to 
claim the Infinity 


Stones which will allow 
him to control the 
universe and wipe out 
half of humanity. But 
seemingly every Marvel 
hero we’ve met so far 
has designs on stopping 
him, and the likes of 
Iron Man (Robert 
Downey Jr), Captain 
America (Chris Evans), 
Thor (Chris 
Hemsworth) and Black 
Panther (Chadwick 
Boseman), amongst 
others, must unite 
against the biggest 
threat the world, and 
indeed universe, has 
ever seen... 

The undertaking of 
Avengers: Infinity War 
is an epic one - a film 
that must thread 
together an untold 
number of plot strands, 
make them a cohesive 
whole and deliver the 
thrills and spectacle that 
we’ve been accustomed 
to ever since Robert 
Downey blasted out of 


that cave 10 years ago. 

If directors the Russo 
brothers proved with 
Captain America: The 
Winter Soldier and 
sequel Civil War that 
they’re a pretty good fit 
at melding all these 
elements together, then 
Infinity War is possibly 
their biggest 
accomplishment yet - to 
deliver such an 
engaging, exciting, 
emotional blockbuster 
that doesn’t leave you 
feeling shortchanged in 
any way is a rare feat 
indeed. 

Suffice to say. 

Infinity War feels like a 
film a decade in the 
making; this is the 
beginning of the end of 
the first huge chapter of 
the MCU, and as such 
the stakes have never 
been higher. 

One of the criticisms 
levelled at the films has 
been the indestructible 
nature of the heroes and 


the blandness of the 
villains. We would be 
venturing into spoiler 
territory to talk about 
the former, but the 
villain subject isn’t one 
that needs to be skirted 
over - for all the talk 
and hype about Thanos 
being the ultimate ‘big 
bad’, the villain to end 
all villains, he more 
than lives up to the part. 

Essayed (flawlessly) 
through motion capture 
by Josh Brolin, he is a 
substantial villain, 
intent on causing death 
and destruction but with 
the reasoning to back it 
up. Marvel have upped 
their villain game in 
their last few films and 
Thanos is without doubt 
the most dastardly and 
ruthless one yet. 

Of course, every 
villain needs a hero and 
there’s plenty to choose 
from here, with nearly 
every single hero from 
the Marvel roster thus 
far ready to tangle with 
Thanos and his horde. It 
says much for the 
Russos, and 
scriptwriters 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McEeely, that 
each character has a 
purpose and has 
something to get their 
teeth stuck into. Of 
course, some are more 
prominent than others 
but none feel 
superfluous and 


shoehomed in. 

It’s the bigger names 
that get the biggest 
weight to pull - Robert 
Downey Jr’s journey 
from cocksure hero to 
man on the brink has 
been played out 
superbly well and Tony 
Stark is a vital as ever, 
while Chris 
Hemsworth’s Thor 
renaissance continues in 
what may very well be 
his best outing as the 
Norse god yet. 

But there is also light 
relief from Guardians 
of the Galaxy, with 
Chris Pratt, Zoe Saldana 
and Karen Gillan all 
superb, while Tom 
Holland’s Spider-Man 
continues to go from 
strength to strength and 
Benedict Cumberbatch’s 
Doctor Strange looks 
like he’s always been 
there. 

There’s nary a bone 
to pick in terms of the 
performances with some 
really emotional 
moments for the 
characters to deliver, 
and proof that playing 
the long game gives the 
greatest rewards. We 
feel the peril and 
troubles of these 
characters far more 
deeply as they’ve been 
around for so long and 
we, as an audience, are 
so invested in them. 

In terms of direction, 
the Russos have done a 


marvellous job. At 150 
minutes, the film zips 
by, lean and mean with 
no fat on its bones, and 
it even manages to 
avoid that most 
common of pitfalls, the 
second act sag. Visually 
there is no scrimping on 
scale and the action 
beats have a fizz and 
dynamism that is 
enthralling. 

The fact that we have 
another Avengers film 
coming next year means 
that film may feel a 
little open-ended for 
some, but even then it 
feels self-contained, 
delivers everything you 
would want and, 
incredibly, throws some 
curveballs that will 
leave you stunned. 

It’s a sublime film, a 
piece of work that 
delivers in all areas. 
Avengers: Infinity War 
is a roller-coaster that 
leaves you exhausted 
come the end credits (or 
just past the end credits, 
if you catch my drift) - 
a truly exceptional 
triumph of a film. 

VERDICT: Marvel 
at its biggest, its boldest 
and (quite possibly) its 
best. Avengers: Infinity 
War is a sweeping, 
dramatic, action-packed 
spectacle of a film, 
capable of delivering 
gag after gut punch 
after high-octane action 
sequence. The Russo 


brothers excel 
themselves with a 
thoroughly engaging 
and thrilling piece of 
work that begins to 
reshape the fabric of the 
MCU. Essential 
viewing.

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The end of the ‘coastal line’ — 50 years ago 


AT 11.44pm on May 4,1968, a small 
group of railway enthusiasts gathered at 
Penarth railway station to bid farewell 
to the last train to depart for Barry via 
the ‘coastal route,’ this time only calling 
at Sully by request. 

Earlier in the day the single car ‘bubble’ unit 
made regular calls to the other stations on the line; 
Alberta Place Halt, passing the long closed Lower 
Penarth station/halt before arriving at Lavemock. 

It travelled onwards through the large cutting to 
Swanbridge and Sully and then to Cadoxton, 
where the service ended - too late for the 
connection on to Barry (which might explain how 
scarce a commodity passengers were on this 
stretch of line). 

The line was opened in stages from 1887 to 
1888 terminating at a remote ‘station’ at Biglis 
which was located near some fields until the 
following year, when agreement was reached with 
the fierce rival railway company, the Barry 
Railway, to allow trains to enter Cadoxton railway 
station - but no further. So the line became known 
as the ‘Cadoxton branch’ of the Taff Vale Railway. 

So why was the line built at all?

Junction Railway, it was intended to halt the 
expansion of Barry Dock from one large dock to a 
further number two dock. The plans originally 
were for the new line to cross the site of the 
second dock, so preventing it from being built. 

For the CPBR, read the Taff Vale Railway, 
which was still reeling from the opening of Barry 
No 1 dock, sucking millions of tons of coal traffic 
down the Barry line. 

It was funded by coal owners and the like 
spearheaded by David Davies of Llandinam, to the 
detriment of the TVR’s dock at Penarth. 

Needless to say, the plan was thrown out by 
Parliament and the TVR ended up with a piece of 
useless railway on their hands. If that was not bad 
enough, by getting access to Cadoxton, the Barry 
Railway in turn had the right to join the Taff line at 
Cogan Junction, having direct access to Cardiff. 

The Cadoxton branch settled down to a life of 
rural bliss. Lavemock station catered for a local 
population of less than 60 and Sully had less than 
300 residents. Lower Penarth station served the 
Glamorganshire Golf Club. Both Sully and 
Lavemock had the luxury of a signal box and a 
petit goods yard for agricultural needs and a wagon 
of coal now and then. 

At Biglis, the TVR constructed a small goods 
depot - there were two brickworks nearby. In an 
effort to increase passenger traffic, two motor 
platforms were added. 

A ‘motor car’ in railway terms was a tiny steam 
locomotive bolted to a passenger carriage - the 
forerunner of today’s diesel multiple unit - one 
between Lower Penarth and Penarth town station 
at Alberta Place to serve the cliff walk and local 
well-to-do residents and between Lavemock and 
Sully, a halt at Swanbridge. 

The height of the line’s success was in the early 
1920s when the ‘Ports to Ports’ express from 
Newcastle to Barry, and later Swansea (for 
seafarers to change ports for new employment), 
was for some reason diverted via Penarth, despite 
stiff gradients of 1 in 40 to Penarth Town and 1 in 
45 to Lower Penarth. 

Possibly the very tight curve at Cogan may have 
been a consideration - or maybe Penarth Docks 
itself. 

In later years, both Sully and Lavemock were 
provided with camping coaches, but the bread and 
butter, passenger-wise, was the summer season, 
when thousands flocked via the train to the sedate 
coastal beaches of Lavemock, Sully and 


Swanbridge. 

Excursion trains came from all over the valleys, 
sometimes with as many as a dozen coaches. The 
regular service was remarkable too, with up to 20 
trains per day. 

A further boost to the railway was the opening 
of the Penarth Cement Works and its next-door 
neighbour, the Penarth Concrete Works. 

The goods yard at Biglis faded away, but after 
‘grouping’, when the Taff Vale and Barry Railways 
became part of the Great Western Railway, at last 
the Cadoxton trains could now proceed to Barry 
and beyond. 

Rationalisation began with the closure of Lower 
Penarth station in 1954 after already being reduced 
to the status of a halt in the 1930s. 

The arrival of diesel multiple units in 1958 was 
a bonus and the special reduced day tickets to the 
line from all over south Wales continued to be 
promoted. 

The Penarth-Cadoxton branch had even been 
overlooked in the ‘Reshaping of British Railways’ 
programme (better known as the Beeching Report), 
but the writing was on the wall. 

As a part of the rationalisation of track layout 
between Cardiff and Penarth (the Penarth Town 
line was singled) while the line to Sully remained 


double track, also the line was split at Penarth 
Town so isolating the Cadoxton line - no trains 
could now go via Penarth to Barry. 

A single-coach bubble car replaced the three to 
six DMUs, and bus companies had a bus stop next 
to every station on the line. The inevitable ‘Notice 
of Withdrawal of Railway Passenger Services’ 
poster was duly posted in 1967. Objections ensued 
and the line remained open for a further 12 
months, but after public enquiry, the closure plans 
were upheld on the grounds that there were more 
than adequate bus replacement services. 

On May 4, 1968, the last train with 17 
passengers on board left that night for the last 
time, the red rear light disappearing into the 
darkness, ironically at the beginning of the summer 
timetable - the time of year the railway may have 
paid its way. 

Attempts to restore the railway to Lower 
Penarth many years later were thwarted by local 
objections. One wonders whether in the light of the 
proposed major housing developments, that this 
curious railway might today have been a godsend 
to the residents of Sully around the coast to 
Penarth as a fast transit service to Cardiff. I would 
welcome comments on this.

in 2014. It resulted in a further 
move from 2015 onwards to the 
car park of Cardiff City Stadium 
in Leckwith Road, Cardiff .The 
show is now in its fourth year at 
this venue and will hopefully 
continue to improve with age. 

It is staged by members of the 
club, now numbering some 100 
or so active members (although 
many have come and gone over 
the years) on an entirely 
voluntary basis. 

Any profits from the show are 
distributed amongst various local 


charities, to which the club is 
pleased to have donated many 
thousands of pounds over the 
years. 

The club is always open to 
new members and further 
information regarding new 
membership, exhibiting at the 
show, or charitable donations, can 
be found on the website at 
swccc.net.

It will 
look orange in colour 
and binoculars will 
enhance the hue. It lies 
about 40 light years 
away and is over 100 
times as luminous as 
our Sun. 

To the left of Bootes 
is the small 

constellation of Corona 
Borealis, the Northern 
Crown. It is fair to say 
most of the 
constellations look 
nothing like their 
names, but Corona 
really does look like a 
crown, with the six 
brightest stars arranged 
in a semi-circle. Under 
dark skies it is worth 
counting with the naked 
eye how many stars can 
be seen within the bowl 
shape. 

Now use a pair of 
binoculars and count 
again. It contains two 
very interesting stars, 
one within the semi¬ 
circle is called R 
Corona Borealis. 

A very old carbon 
star, it is sometimes 
visible with the naked 
eye or binoculars, but 
other times it requires a 


telescope to see. The 
reason for the changes 
is due to at irregular 
intervals, it blows off its 
surface a dense shell of 
carbon particles and this 
tends to dim the 
starlight. After a period 
of several weeks, or 
sometimes years, the 
cloud of material thins 
out and we see the star 
once more. 

Another strange star 
lies to one side of the 
crown and requires a 
large telescope to see. 
Known as T Corona 
Borealis, it remains vary 
faint. However, on two 
occasions in 1866 and 
again in 1946, it became 
visible to the naked eye, 
hence, its nickname, the 
‘Blaze Star’. It is 
always worth keeping 
an eye on this one, 
because we don’t know 
when, or if, it will 
repeat the outburst. 

Carry on the 
imaginary curved line 
from the end star in the 
handle of Ursa Major, 
through Arcturus, 
towards the southern 
horizon, this will bring 
you to the constellation 
of Virgo, marked by the 
star Spica. If you 
thought Arcturus was 
powerful, just remember 
Spica is about 2,000 
times as luminous as 
our Sun and lies around 


200 light years from us. 

Its colour is also 
much different to 
Arcturus, Spica and 
looks blue-white. Virgo 
is famous because it has 
many faint galaxies in 
this area of sky, but a 
large telescope is 
required to see them. 

Watch out for mighty 
Jupiter. It lies towards 
the southern horizon 
below and to the left of 
Spica. Wait until around 
midnight for the best 
views. The Moon lies 
close to it on May 27. 
Even in binoculars, 
Jupiter will show itself 
as non-stellar and also 
reveal the four bright 
moons, Callisto, 
Ganymede, lo, and 
Europa. The Moon acts 
as a guide to Spica, 
because it lies above it 
on 25th. 

Do keep an eye on 
the Barry Astronomical 
Society website 
www.barry astronomical. 
wordpress.com for dates 
when the group will 
meet at Porthkerry Park 
(weather permitting) to 
observe the night sky.

Samaritans welcomes plans to improve 
the mental health of young people 


A NEW report 
released by an 
Assembly 
committee on 
support for 
children and young 
people’s mental 
health has been 
welcomed by 
Samaritans Cymru. 

The inquiry was 
launched by the 
Children, Young People 
and Education 
Committee. 

Samaritans Cymru 
provided the committee 
with evidence during the 
inquiry, on their ongoing 
calls for compulsory 
emotional health lessons 
in schools and the wider 
benefits of improving 
resilience in young 
people. 

Within their evidence, 
Samaritans also 
highlighted that young 
people are a high-risk 
group for mental illness 
and suicide, and in 
Wales, there has been a 
significant rise in factors 
such as self harm and 
admissions to A&E 
which can contribute to 
suicidal ideas or intent in 
adolescents. 

Samaritans have 
developed a free 
teaching resource called 
DEAL (Developing 
Emotional Awareness 


and Listening) which 
aims to help develop 
resilience in young 
people. 

In 2016/17, 
Samaritans in Wales 
worked with five pilot 
schools in Cardiff to 
implement the resource 
into their curriculum for 
one academic year. 

Following the DEAL 
pilot, in which Cardiff 
schools delivered 
Samaritans lesson plans 
for one academic year, 
teacher Laura-Cerys 
Williams, of Fitzalan 
High School, said: 
“Pupils enjoyed the 
sessions due to their 
interactivity and staff 
found the sessions very 
easy to deliver. 

“Following the pilot, 
the students have a 
better awareness of 
mental health. We are 
planning on continuing 
to use some of the 
resources in our year 7, 

8 and 9 lessons.” 

Among the 

recommendations of the 
report, the Committee 
recommended that Welsh 
Government undertake a 
review of the various 
emotional and mental 
health programmes in 
schools, in order to put 
forward a national 
approach for schools to 
adopt.

Sarah Stone, 
executive director for 
Samaritans in Wales 
said: “We are pleased to 
welcome the 
recommendations of this 
report and are 
encouraged to see the 
call for a review of 
current emotional health 
provision to recommend 
a national approach for 
all schools. 

“Emotional health 
programmes in schools 


should be viewed as a 
form of prevention and 
early intervention which 
could reduce pressure on 
CAMHS and reduce 
specific mental health 
problems.” 

Significantly, the 
committee has also 
recommended that Welsh 
Government issue 
guidance to schools on 
talking about suicide and 
self-harm, to dispel the 
myth that talking about 
it may increase the risk. 

They’ve also called 
on Welsh Government to 
ensure that basic mental 
health training, including 
how to talk about 
suicide, becomes part of 
initial teacher training 


and continuous 
professional 
development, so that all 
teachers are more 
confident to talk about 
it. 

Sarah Stone said: 

“The call for basic 
mental health training in 
Initial Teaching Training 
is of crucial importance; 
we must continue to 
highlight that talking 
about self harm and 
suicide does not increase 
the risk - it reduces it. 

“Talking about mental 
health and reducing 
stigma is one of the most 
significant barriers we 
must overcome in order 
to improve emotional 
health in young people.”

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Charity says cancer 
patients are 
missing out on 
financial support 


MACMILLAN 
WALES says it has 
secured £14.3 
million in welfare 
benefits payments 
to help thousands 
of people cope with 
the huge financial 
pressures caused 
by cancer. 

During 2017, the 
charity’s nationwide 
network of welfare 
benefits advisers 
worked with over 5,600 
people affected by 
cancer to help them 
access welfare benefits 
they are entitled to 

Securing an average 
of £4,600 for every 
person referred into the 
service last year, the 
charity has now helped 
people affected by 
cancer to access over 
£89.3 million since 
2010. 

As most people 
diagnosed with cancer 
face an average of £570 
a month in lost income 
or increased 
expenditure, money 
worries can quickly 
become a source of 
anxiety and concern for 
anyone who receives a 
cancer diagnosis.

“I’d worked nearly 
all my life in the UK, 
but had planned to 
enjoy some of my 
retirement in Cyprus. 
Then I was diagnosed 
with cancer. Weighing 
in at less than six stone 
and with a five per cent 
chance of survival, I 
came back to Wales 
expecting to die. 

“We had to rush back 
with nothing, and we 
were really struggling. 
Then we met 
Macmillan. They not 
only helped plan my 
medical care, they also 
realised that there were 
other huge pressures 
and stresses as well. 

“They talked through 
our options and what we 
might qualify for, and 
one day a cheque for 
£500 came through the 
door. 

“It really helped set 
me up at the time when 
I needed it the most.

‘Park activities 
could boost income’ 


A VALE Council 
report has proposed 
that areas of open 
space land such as

“In a climate of 
increased financial 
pressures on the council, 
it is vital new and 
innovative ways to 
generate income are 
explored to sustain 
important services and 
protect our special 
places.

“Sustainability will be 
key, with any successful 
proposals subject to all 
appropriate processes. 
That includes planning

“The planning process 
also involves an 
opportunity for public 
consultation.” 

One GEM reader 
contacted the paper to 
say she had her concerns 
about camping and high 
rope activities going 
ahead at Porthkerry Park. 

“I personally think this 
will ruin the space and 
threaten the wildlife in 
the park, with both 
buzzards and 

sparrowhawks roosting 
in the trees. 

“Facilities would also 
have to be built to 
accommodate the 

campers such as toilets 
and showers which 
would also impact the 
area, which is small. 

“I do not have local 
knowledge of the other 
sites they want to lease 
but think that they would 
not benefit from being 
over-developed either.” 


Prolific ‘car-wash 
burglar’ fails to 
make clean getaway 


A SERIAL burglar 
who targeted nine 
car wash businesses 
across south Wales 
and the south-west 
of England in just 
seven days is 
behind bars. 

Mark Farrington was 
caught alongsid^e 
accomplice Anton 
Sidoryk as they fled the 
final burglary in Weston- 
super-Mare and made 
their way back to Wales 
on February 21 this year. 

The two were 
travelling in a Mercedes 
Vito van bearing false 
number plates, which 
had been linked to a 
string of other burglaries 
carried out in south 
Wales and Gwent in the 
days before. They were 
pulled over by a roads 
policing officer from 
Avon and Somerset 
Police, and arrested for 
driving and theft 
offences. 

Officers from Barry’s 
Priority Policing Team - 
who led the investigation 
and had highlighted the 
vehicle as suspicious - 
were able to link 
Farrington to all nine 
incidents, during which 
four vehicles were stolen 
along with quantities of 
cash, mobile phones and 
computer equipment. 

The van in which they 
were caught was owned 
by Farrington and had 
previously been reported 
as stolen by him. CCTV 
footage from one of the 
burglaries at the IMG 
Car Wash in Barry, 
clearly identified him as 
one of the burglars. 

At Cardiff Crown

Court earlier this month, 
Farrington, of 
Whitchurch, Cardiff, 
pleaded guilty to nine 
counts of burglary, 
taking a vehicle without 
consent, and driving 
without insurance. 

He was sentenced to 
three years’ 
imprisonment and 
handed a 30-month 
driving ban. 

Anton Sidoryk, from 
Tremorfa, Cardiff, 
pleaded guilty to the 


Weston-super-Mare 
burglary, and was 
sentenced to 16 months, 
suspended for two years. 
He must also carry out 
180 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Detective Sergeant 
Julian Kerslake said: 
“Mark Farrington is a 
prolific offender and 
I’ve no doubt he would 
have targeted more 
businesses had he not 
been caught alongside 
Anton Sidoryk as they 
made their way back to 
Wales with the latest 
haul of stolen goods. 

“The conviction is the 
result of some 
determined efforts by 
my team to identify 
those responsible for the 
string of audacious 
burglaries and bring 
them to justice as 
quickly as possible. I’d 
also like to thank our 
colleagues in Avon and 
Somerset Police Force 
for their assistance with 
this enquiry.”

Banners that 
break the law 
attract fines 


LOCAL organisations have 
been warned that the Vale 
Council is cracking down on 
banners on highways. 

The council told The GEM that its 
main consideration was ‘safety’ and 
that organisations needed to realise 
that they had seek permission before 
putting a banner in a location. 

Plaid Cymru’s Dinas Powys 
councillors say the council should get 
in touch with voluntary groups to 
clarify what steps they can take if they 
want to publicise an event, rather than 
organisations approaching the council. 

Councillors say they are concerned 
about banners relating to village 
shows, Christmas concerts, charitable 
fund raisers and sports events. 

Cllr Chris Franks said that he was 
‘shocked’ to learn that sports bodies 
and other community groups had 
received fines of £75. 

He said: “This was a bill for simply 
placing temporary banners at locations 
such as the railings at Parc Bryn y Don, 
Dinas Powys. 

“Respectable, hard-working 

volunteers were being threatened that 
unless they paid up almost 
immediately the bill could run to 
thousands. 

“It is difficult to understand the 
mentality of the council. On one hand 
they say they want to support the 
community then they threaten clubs 
with court action.” 

Plaid said that following 
representations made by them the Vale 
had cancelled some fines. 


Cllr Franks added: “This is 
welcomed. We call for the Vale to fully 
consider its policies and come up with 
acceptable arrangements. We know 
that the safety of people is the priority. 
However, this blanket ban will hit 
voluntary organisations. 

“It is using a sledge hammer to 
crack a nut. There must be a solution 
where community events can be 
advertised without compromising 
safety.” 

Miles Punter, Vale Council director 
of environment and housing services, 
emphasised that placing banners on the 
highway without proper permission is 
an offence. 

“The placing of banners on the 
highway without the authority of the 
council is an offence. The primary 
concern is highway safety, as banners 
can obscure driver visibility, 
particularly when they are attached to 
pedestrian barriers. 

“In the past we have charged 
offenders the cost of removing and 
storing banners for their return. 

“However, we have recently started 
to issue fixed penalty notices for this 
offence as their removal is taking up 
valuable resources that could be better 
spent on services.” 

Mr Punter added: “Placing banners 
on the highway without authority is an 
offence regardless of their purpose so 
the council is unable to differentiate 
between those that are put up for 
charitable or voluntary purposes and 
those using the space for commercial 
gain.” TC 


Council makes plans to 
supply Tree’ sanitary 
products in schools 


SANITARY prod¬ 
ucts could soon be 
handed out to all 
schoolgirls in the 
Vale. 

Products such as 
tampons and towels 
could soon be provided 
free at the point of use at 
schools across the Vale 
after councillors gave 
their backing to a scheme 
tackling ‘period poverty’ 
in the area. 

A working group will 
decide how to implement 
the plans after the 
council’s Learning and 
Culture Scrutiny 

Committee unanimously 
voted in favour of the 
idea on Monday (April 
23). 

A £1 million fund 
from Welsh Government 
has been launched to 
tackle soc-called period 
poverty and councils 
including Rhondda 
Cynon Taf and Merthyr 
are already developing 
similar schemes. 

The committee heard 
some girls are missing 
school due to 
embarrassment regarding 
their periods, and some 
mothers are going 
without sanitary products 
so they can buy them for 
their daughters instead. 

Cllr Jayne Norman, 
who called the debate, 
told the committee that 
free sanitary products 
should be “an automatic 
right to all.” 

She said: 

“Menstruation affects 
every woman. We have 
no choice in the matter. 
And period poverty does 


exist - even in the 
‘affluent’ Vale. 

“To many, this topic is 
never discussed due to 
cultural or religious 
reasons. 

“To many young 
women and girls, 
admitting that they are 
even having their period 
is embarrassing enough, 
without having to 
confess that their family 
cannot afford to buy 
them the sanitary 
protection they need. 

“Many secondary 
schools already have 
some facilities in place to 
help alleviate this 
problem, but this is 
money spent out of their 
already very tight 
budgets. 

“Junior schools, on the 
other hand, have to rely 
heavily on the generosity 
of staff members, or even 
in some cases, parents of 
some of the children. 

“The facilities 

available to the pupils for 
the discreet disposal of 
any sanitary products is 
virtually non-existent.” 

The Vale Council 
found seven of its eight 
comprehensive schools 
provide the sanitary 
products free of charge, 
while one school charges 
20p for each use. 

A total of 12 of the 16 
Vale primary schools 
which responded to the 
council offer the products 
free of charge, while at 
other schools either 
parents or teachers 
provide them. 

The committee was 
first asked to debate the 
issue in November last 


year. 

Cllr Margaret 

Wilkinson told the 
meeting: “I’m 

disappointed this has 
taken a long time to come 
to this committee. 

“This is a poverty 
issue. This is a hidden, 
quiet problem. Girls 
don’t want to talk about 
it. 

“If we’re getting 
money from the Welsh 
Assembly that’s good but 
we don’t want to wait for 
it. We need this now.” 

The Vale Council will 
receive £31,500 from the 
Welsh Government this 
financial year for 
sanitary equipment to be 
installed in schools, and 
£8,666 to buy the 
sanitary products 

themselves. 

A working group will 
now be set up to look at 
how the free sanitary 
products plan can be 
implemented. But it 
would need cabinet 
approval to purchase any 
products or equipment, 
the meeting was told. 

Ceri Reeves, secretary 
of campaigning group 
Wings Cymru, told the 
meeting: “This is about 
girls not missing school 
for one week per month, 
girls not curtailing their 
activities for one week 
per month. 

“We would like to help 
all people who have 
periods if they have 
issues but girls in schools 
seem like an easy one to 
tick.”

TRAVELLING to

One promising attack 
broke down in midfield 
and with the defence 
committed, Gilfach 
broke through for the 
centre to score a fine 
individual try, which 
was converted to give 
Gilfach a 38-point lead. 

Barry refused to 
buckle and a penalty at 
the restart saw them 
close to the line. 

Driving the lineout 
they finally got the 
reward their efforts 
deserved as Alyn Evans 
drove over the line. 
Einan Scott kicked a fine 
conversion to give Barry 
their first points. 

This year’s promotion 
is so tight it could be 
decided by points 
difference so Gilfach 
were in no mood to 
concede points and add 
to their tally. 

They did this minutes 
later as the referee 
awarded a penalty try 
after a Barry 
infringement at a scrum. 

Yet again Barry came 
back and continued to 
create chances but they 
were just unable to 
finish them off at the 
cmcial moment.

Finally 
linking everything 
together, the ball passed 
through several pairs of 
hands before crossing 
for a try wide which was 
not converted but left the 
score at 50-19 with 
minutes to go. 

The last minutes saw 
Barry still on the attack 
but unable to add to the 
score as the whistle went 
to end what had been a 
hugely entertaining 
game of rugby. 

It is only left to 
congratulate the whole 
squad, particularly those 
having their first taste of 
first team rugby, for a 
performance of which 
they can be hugely 
proud of and as the 
supporters left the 
ground, I know they felt 
the same. 

Next Saturday we 
entertain Cambrian 
Welfare, the third 
promotion challenger 
who will obviously be 
eager to maintain the 
pressure on the other 
two sides with few 
games remaining. 

It would be good to 
see a big turn out of 
supporters next week to 
match those of the 
Welfare who, at their 
home fixture made so 
much noise, and with so 
much on the game will 
probably turn up this 
week. Kick-off is at 
2.30pm. 

The following 
Tuesday, May Barry 8, 
play their final fixture of 
the season when we 
entertain Cardiff 
Harlequins with a 
6.45pm kick off. 

There were no lottery 
winners again this week 
as the numbers 08, 10, 

13 and 21 were not 
matched. However four 
players matched three to 
claim the £10 
consolation prize; the 
prize money this week 
will be £1,500.
